Details: Typical U-193 isotopic anomalies.

Covers: 

Brown paper sewn over corrugated carboard. Decoration of brown paper appears to be post- 
[REDACTED], whereas the corrugated cardboard contains acrylic paint, glue, and [REDACTED] not 
seen in any other part of the collection, suggesting that it may have been salvaged from an artwork 
created pre-[REDACTED], The covers are decorated with ballpoint pens, pencil, and plant juices. The 
front depicts a bird skull, probably cormorant. The front cover is burnt in the bottom left corner and 
repaired ornamentally with cotton, polyester thread, and a strand of marine plant. The back cover is 
less severely burnt and is decorated with abstract symmetrical designs which obscure text reading 
[REDACTED], The covers are bound with cotton thread and twine. Stains include plant juices, soil, at 
least two kinds of vertebrate blood (potentially human), and [REDACTED], 










Contents: 

Paper of at least 6 origins is present, with varied weathering and stain types implying at least 17 
different pieces were used. Pages are inexpertly bound and torn to size. Some were partly or wholly 
written/drawn before binding, others after. 

Both text and drawings are present. Texts include journal entries, observations, semi-scientific 
hypotheses, poetry/abstract expressions, and apparent stream-of-consciousness emotive writing. 
Handwriting is consistent with a single author, with varied levels of care or ability. See relevant 
entries for transcripts. Drawings are mostly apparent observational works, some of unidentified 
lifeforms. Other drawings include abstract decorative work. Additional content appears to be an 
attempt at substance recording with spots or smudges of various compounds. Compounds include 
plant pigments (unidentified species), minerals or soils, fungal spore prints, blood (at least 4 species 
including one crustacean and two vertebrates), radioactive substances (known elements listed in 
document U-193-X-2-PHYS), and several unidentified compounds (See document U-193-X-2-CHEM 
for details). 

Page 1: 

“I do not know if the change is inside of or outside of my mind" 

Drawing: 

Flowers (awaiting response from Botany for species identification) 

Punctured by a ballpoint pen through page 4. 







Page 2: 

Pencil: 

"Feels like Bunuru. Long days. Hot. Thirsty. Have not seen rain in many, many days. New purple 
flowers. Fresh and full of water when all else dries and wilts. I don't know how. I don't know if they 
are plants of the world as it was or if they are Changed." 

Ink: 

"Never stand Sihouetted (sic) in a doorway. Enter quickly, with purpose, after analysing the space." 
Page 3: 

"I can't look too closely in the mirror. It's always someone different." 

Drawing: 

Possibly a self portrait in a mirror. This is the only depiction of the artist, except for U-193-X-022 and 
[REDACTED] 






Page 4: 

“Returned to my old home to find food. Non-native plants barren or dead. Probably Echylaena 
tomentosa planted before event is flourishing - 2 plants. Many unripe fruits, some orange. Eaten. 
Taste mild/salty. Not sure if that is normal. Resulting burning in throat about 15 minutes later. Not 
sure if poisonous? Should have been edible! Changed? Misidentified? Dangerous? Will need to wait 
and see." 

Drawing: 

Vaguely human shape, possibly traced through from Page 3. 

"Be Not Afraid [redaction by artist]" 

Page 5: 

"Expectations are Concepts 
Reality, such as it is, is non conceptual. 

Desire is suffering. 

The end was nigh. 

We are ephemeral perturbations of the void. 

Let go or be damned" 

Pencil drawing: A beetle, unknown species. Lack of indentations on page 7 suggest that the text was 
written before the page was added to U-193-X-002. 






Page 6: 

“I know this bird. New Holland Honey eater (sic). It is unchanged. At least this one remains." 
Drawing: A New Holland Honeyeater or White Cheeked Honeyeater. There appear to be 6 small 
arthropod-like arms extending from the chest, holding an unidentified object. This does not make 
sense with the text as either an imaginative creation or an observational drawing, unless the artist is 
unaware that this is not ordinary bird physiology. 

Page 7: 

Pencil: 

"Wolf Spider. Unusually large. Changed?" 

Ink, redacted with pencil: 

"Actual Size" 

Drawing: Black ink, drawing of a spider, most likely a huntsman spider. The eye configuration is not 
similar to that of a wolf spider. 






Page 8: 

"28 Years and 3 months into my personal apocalypse. It's the same as ever. The fire and plague are 
symptoms . The cause is in the nature of Reality and Self." 

Lack of indentations on page 6 suggest that the text was written before the page was added to U- 
193-X-002. 

Page 9: 

"Christmas Spider 

North of upper Canning R., East of the big crater. [Perth in our [REDACTED] does not show any such 
feature] Apparently unchanged. Feeding on unidentified changed creatures, possibly once insects. 
Encouraging: Maybe changed animals are safe to eat?" 

Drawing: Black ink and coloured pencil (including U-193-X-031) drawing of a Christmas spider in a 
web. Two areas have been thoroughly redacted in the same ballpoint pen. 





Page 10: 

Drawing: A bird perched on a structure, with a speech bubble from its open beak. 

Speech bubble: 

" Nothing because it can't talk! " 

Bottom: 

"Wattle Bird. Normal Normal Normal Normal Normal Normal Normal Normal! Unchanged! Not 
talking! Normal sounds!" 

Page 11: 

Ink: 

"Surely this is changed, it feels wrong. But it is hard to know any more. 

I want it to be normal, or to be gone. 

I released it far from the shelter." 

Drawing: 

Unidentified creature. 

Pencil, right: 

" NOTE. Following a period of apparent memory loss and subsequent discovery of several puncture 
wounds in my left forearm, it appears that the bite causes retrograde amnesia. 

However I do not remember the bite, if it occurred. 

This is merely the most obvious hypothesis. Bug, wounds, and amnesia are merely correlated, not 
necessarily causative." 

Pencil, bottom: 

"Bigbadbugus biteus {B.biteus ), family Euryptera, subspecies bastard." 








Page 12: 

Drawing: 

Unidentified creature. 

"Bird in the hand is worth two in the bush. 

A bandicoot bug is worth avoiding." 

Page 13: 

"A bird with two hands is watching from that bush." 
Drawing: 

Unidentified bird. 





Page 14: 

" Observation . Very hot day, still air. No life forms on land except unknown spiders, flying insects. 2 
Nankeen night herons - not close enough for proper inspection. Sighted 5 young cobbler ~ 20cm to 
40cm in length. Longest was yellow, smaller species mottled. Not sure if that is normal but no visible 
anomalies. Small swimmer crabs seen. Most show little/no blue. One apparently iridescent? Faint 
green/purple sheen on shell. Many blowfish and misc species too small to clearly identify. Also some 
tiny transparent shrimp. Heard bats and seagulls flying at night, but not spotted. Reassurring [sic] 
but inconclusive w.r.t. ecosystem normality. 

Location : Swan estuary, near widest point, south of old Narrows site. River as a food source: Maybe? 
No farming no fertiliser -> no algal blooms. Probably less pollution [illegible]" 

Page 15: 

"Innocence is bliss. 

Fuck Bliss. 

Suffering arises from consciousness. 

FUCK SUFFERING." 

Drawing: 

A rabbit. 









Page 16: 

Blue: 

“THIS IS HONEST 
THIS IS HONEST 
THIS IS HONEST 
[illegible] 
it is what it is 
Eso si [sic] que es" 

Brown: 

"Usefulness of my skills: 

chemistry : Keeping me alive. Could help with medicines if new stores can be acquired. Digital 
photography : Useless, if I can't figure out how to develop film or build a computer from scratch. Art: 
making up for photography being unavailable. Far, far more time consuming. The lack of recording 
equipment is infuriating for science but the drawing gives me a reason to live. Will persist with film 
development for science." 

Page 17: 

Drawing: 

Unidentified organism. Birdlike overall structure with four heterogeneous limbs or genitals. Page is 
ripped through from page 26. 









Page 18: 

"Capitalism THIS, [simplistic angry face drawing] 

PEOPLE ARE THE PROBLEM MISANTHROPY -> ECO FASCISM. 

FUCK. THAT, [repeated underlining] 

Equality in our survival or our extinction. 

Revolution or bust. 

We Live or Die as people. NOT C lasses ." 

Questionable date of this page. Tear shows that the drawing on page 17 predates this text, however 
this connection to [REDACTED] implies that this text was written after the [REDACTED] the only 
remaining human. 

Page 19: 

Drawing: 

A sketch of the creature depicted in U-193-X-022, however, the creature appears to have undergone 
anatomical changes between the two drawings and [REDACTED], An initial rough outline in blue has 
been filled in with additional details and abstract patterns. 

Black: 

"BE NOT AFRAID" 

"Be Net Afraid" [redaction by author] 

Blue: 

"IT'S TOO DARK TO DRAW OR WRITE" 














Page 20: 

Black: 

“It is not that I don't know or understand the commonly [illegible] reality. It is only that I do not 
consider it to bo [sic] the most convincing." 

Drawing: 

Abstract designs. 

Purple: 

"I'm worried that I may have gone insane for real." 

Page 21: 

[REDACTED] 

"it is time to Awaken to the underlying inanity of reality." 








Page 22:

“I cannot feel the dissolution of my mind The pin does not prick itself. The eye does not see itself. 
The mind does not know its entirety. The end was [illegible]

Page 26: 

Purple: 

"who killed the world? [page ripped by violent underlying]" 

Ambiguous purple text: 

"who killed this page? me?" or "who killed me? this page?" 

Brown: 

"I do hope that my occasional outbursts of rather dramatic penmanship do not cast undue 
questioning light on my veracity or otherwise impugn my scientific impartiality." 

"My artistic pursuits are in the spirit of true or at least honestly delusional observation." 

"The end was nigh" 

"My written work, on the other hand, has been given certain free reign in the interests of venting 
the light that fills me but does not control me the weird light that can never dissolve me if only I will 
it. All is gone but my will who am I if I am not myself How [sic] can I know if I only think that I know." 

Page 27: 

"[REDACTED] is a [REDACTED] It is easy to fool [REDACTED] into [REDACTED] a creature is 
[REDACTED] It was [REDACTED] strange [REDACTED] I devoured [REDACTED] could [REDACTED] 
recall [REDACTED] been in the [REDACTED] the weight [REDACTED] unsupportable [REDACTED] 
plunged deeply into the [REDACTED]" 






Page 28: 

Black: 

"to understand the self, look in a mirror 
and catch yourself blinking" 

"To understand Zen," 

Drawing: 

Abstract designs including a partial face. 

Brown, upside down: 

"Reflecting the scalding light of the dying world in of the future to live and be sundered for the 
endless inevitable [illegible] indescribable, the non conceptual [lower case sigma, o, or just a circle], 
the which than which there is no whicher. Tathata. 

The yellow half moon is a hostile and tired eye. A burning cold light the colour of disease and only 
the stars are untouched by the coming doom the [illegible]" 

Page 29: 

This page was produced before most of the journal based on materials available and [REDACTED], It 
may have been added for its blank reverse side, which became page 30, written much later. 

Pencil: 

"[REDACTED] a mistake [REDACTED] broken [REDACTED] insane." 

Black, order of sections unclear: 

"[REDACTED] the unseen, you can't look away yet you do not see [sic] 

This project is of utmost importance when the time of the time of the time of the time of the time of 
the time of the time of the time [etc]" 

"I apologise for that interruption. Luckily this column is not infected with the time of the time [etc]" 
"Ok, it's a cognito hazard. It emerges when any (?) [author's punctuation] word of the time of the 
time [etc]" 

"This is highly inconvenient and potentially dangerous if I am unable to escape from this curse" 

"I am hijacked by a self replicating memetic (?) [author's punctuation] cognitohazard. I cannot think, 
write, or say any of the time of the time [etc]" 

"Fuck it. I wasn't really enjoying this consciousness thing anyway. I give in to the time of the time 
[etc]." 

The meaning of this page is unclear. It could be evidence of early signs of the [REDACTED], it could 
imply some unreliability on the part of the artist, or it could simply be an artistic exploration from 
before the [REDACTED] which bears only coincidental resemblances to [REDACTED], 
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Page 30: 

“Rive life observations. Djeran. Mostly dry, cold nights mix of SE and SW winds and very still spells. 
Explored between Gooliliup Beenyup and Bootanup Boorianup [Note: refers to areas of the Swan 
River between Pelican Point and Claremont.]. The former looked healthy but low tide many not fully 
explain the absence of larger fish. Several Nankeen Night Herons. Bootanup Boorianup seems less 
healthy - large numbers of gastropods (velacumantus autralis) dead on sand, others in water, in a 
single area. Some unusually large. Maybe some normal spawning behaviour? Otherwise concerning 
lack of information on cause of death. Considerable fish activity at surface, probably mullet, at the 
old scout group. Also one large cobbler, mustard yellow." 

"I Just Realised: No one has misgendered me in years . And no one will ever again! Silver linings..." 
"Next day. Very cold Easterly wind. Very low tide. New observations. Pistol shrimp ~ 50mm, vibrant 
blue/greens. Mud crabs - That isn't normal! They seem unchanged except for their location." 

Page 31: 

"VERY bad news today. The effect is not only biological. [REDACTED] out there, [REDACTED], 
[REDACTED] I took a look at the Giger [sic] counter. The decay rates are changing ." 

"[REDACTED] 300 000 000 [REDACTED] m = e/c 2 mass of [REDACTED]" 

Worse (or more interesting?), [author's punctuation] the magnitude of stars are varying. Including 
some from which we can not have yet received light due to the [redaction by author] distances :. 
The effect is local and the effect is rapidly varying gravitational fields." 

Note that even if the author's observations are correct, their calculations do not necessarily imply 
these conclusions. However, PHYS is as yet unable to provide an alternative explanation. 











Page 32: 

"A Great. I didn't cause the event! My experiment is not responsible for the fucking apocalypse!" 
Diagram of an incomplete [REDACTED], 

"-This means the effect is not going to be affected [REDACTED] either. 

Cost: 1 arm, sanity, 3 years of scavenging. 

Reward prevent apocalypse? Nope . Well I guess now science pays in exposure! I hope the eyeplants 
[reference to U-193-X-002-2?] were watching! 

Anyway the Effect is changing universal constants, I'm fucked." 

Note that this page continues from page 31, and the conclusions reached should be interpreted 
cautiously. 

Page 33: 

"The most important science since Newton and I'm the only one to see it. The most interesting 
[REDACTED] and [REDACTED] thing [REDACTED] since [REDACTED]" 

Note: U-193-X-002 page 33 is the reason for this document's classification as [REDACTED], Requests 
may be made to the Director for other pages of this document to be downgraded to Top Secret. 
Distribution of other pages of U-193-X-002 is allowable at Top Secret classification only with written 
permission from the Director. Classification downgrade requests will not be accepted for page 33 of 
this document, or any page bearing decipherable imprints of it including pages 32 and 34, until 
cleared by both PHYS and the Director. 










Page 34: 

Purple: 

"WWDDD? 

What would deep dream do? As if Neural Networks still exist. 

I will simulate the effect by constructing a very simple neural network in neuron cell culture. This 
should, if successful, simulate a computer, albeit not a binary system. 

This would be much easier with any digital computing power available." 

"Amid all I have created I live 

Why does my hand turn to create again" 

Brown: 

"I'm sure some humans would call this world "worse" than the old. But there is no society: how can 
a moral judgement stand?" 

Page 35: 

"It's BACK it was here right here it touched me 

OK calm, Be Calm. [The Sanskrit character Om is printed here 5 times]" 

Drawing: 

This page is illuminated with organic and mechanical forms, including a representation of the 
organism from U-193-X-002 page 19 and U-193-X-022. 

"The arm thing returned last night. 

Date: ? 

Location: here? 

Sighting notes: 

Returned over night without my noticing. Awoke at some time earlier than sunrise, maybe 3:00. 
Yeah, 3:00 or 3 O'clock. O' what clock? Clocks don't work any more. Aside: hold on to, or forget, the 
old ways of "measuring" "time"" 

"I CAN'T GET IT. Either it changes or is inducing hallucination. Every time I think I understand, a new 
depth of chaos is revealed reviled revolted revolved involved devolved evolved change chaos" 
"Anyway. It must have crawled into my bed. I awoke to it against touching my chest, under my swag. 
It seemed to be sleeping. I awoke screaming, and it scuttled away faster than I could have imagined. 
Current location: Unknown. I am not [redacted by author] ok." 











Page 36: 

“Regional Variants [REDACTED]" 

"[REDACTED] days ago. I don't know how long it has been because after [REDACTED]... Anyway, 
probably at least 10 days of apparent mindlessness following discovery of a [REDACTED] containing 
[REDACTED] verifiably [REDACTED], Was this [REDACTED] time travel? Surely I have to dismiss those 
as impossible, but so what? My entire experience including the current state of the world is 
[REDACTED], But worse... the worst is in the details. Though some [REDACTED] including [REDACTED] 
missing, there are also [REDACTED], Does the effect affect time?" 

Page 37: 

The author appears to be suffering some form of aphasia, resulting from [REDACTED], 

Drawing and writing are disrupted and irrelevant at first, apparently mistaking [REDACTED] for a 
radiological event due to the resulting [REDACTED], 

"[illegible] [REDACTED] Language inhibited Exposure side effect? [REDACTED]" 

The diagram of [REDACTED] has been evaluated by PHYS as plausible, raising concerns of 
[REDACTED], Isotopic analysis reveals that both the paper and pencil here were exposed to 
measurable neutron flux not consistent with the rest of this journal, implying that this page was 
added after the event. These results also support the author's hypothesis, as the only other known 
sources of sufficient neutron flux which the page and author could have survived are a) a functioning 
nuclear reactor configured for neutron bombardment, b) a neutron bomb far more subtle than any 
currently known to exist, or c) anomaly U-[REDACTED], 





Page 38: 

Blue: 

"A mortifying thought: suppose someone somewhere one day finds this document, a supposed 
scientist's journal. It could... help. Help unravel this fucking mess of a reality. However! My only 
fucking equipment in this wasteland?" 

"My fucking art placement supplies!" Look, I'm grateful to have been the most isolated person in the 
entire world... sort of grateful. Sure, it spared me what happened to everyone else. Yet... now I'm 
here. Fucking alone. Forever, perhaps. My predicament as the most privileged and most traumatised 
person, out of the population of Perth and, as far as I can tell everyone else, which is one, is 
challenging." 

"That statement is nested deeply in brackets. I forgot the difference between commas and brackets. 
Parenthetical prisons, parabolic purgatory. Peculiar precession problems." 

"I can't remember what ennui means, and I don't care. It feels like it is occurring again. I Really don't 
understand what [illegible]" 

"Important side note! I thought I had lost the location of the site of my survival, but, dear future 
reader, the ochre is unique and I used it on this cover before the [illegible]." 

"Back to business. My total resources: My car, camp gear, art supplies, and long ago eaten, enough 
food for my five day drive to the placement." 

Black: 

"I need not fear the change. It was too late before I knew it had begun. The change is in me." 

Page 39: "[REDACTED] Do something. Now. The [REDACTED] [illegible] [REDACTED]." 








Page 40: 

Top: 

"[REDACTED] that are not sane or self aware, but are genuine [REDACTED] and others. [REDACTED]" 
Bottom: 

"You would not know you were blind until someone mentions seeing. What I did not know until... 
the World taught me... all of this terrible knowledge."
